IRON COFFIN FOUND 
IN EDGEOF RIVER 

Said to Contain Bod> of Child Which 
Whs Hurled Itefore Civil War. 



«»n last Thursday afternoon, while 
examining flu- river bank below the 
slengel Oosnpsny, Colonel C. L. Walker 
;iti(l W. 0. V.hm .• found it eoftin in tint 
edge of the fiver. The CoCflh was found 

to be cast iron snd such a enriosftjr 
that Ben weie gotten to bring it up on 
tin- bank. The eoftin was found to lie 
l a o r lords full or hlaek water, the «e- 
cuniulation. poHsibly of half u eentury, 
as the egfkei was air tiglit and the only 
sceoage heiiiK where one of the wn-wx 
went through in the head plute, and 
tlii- bad rusted over. The eoftin whs 
five feet and three inelies long, very 
nnrrow at the head, and tapered down 
to ten and one half inches nt the foot. 
Hid Inside measurement of only seven 
in. lies, the tyiie of the Kgyptiau coflin, 
the widest jiart Ix'int; only 17 inches 
outside measure and IB Inehe* inside 
measureuient. The coffin had been cast 
lO two equal parts tfae ttip and Lot torn 
and were holted together. There 
were three handles on each side, and 
tin bolts eismping the halve« were put 
through th. se handles and the coffin 
sealed. There was n plate at the head, 
which, when removed, disclosed a heavy 

gun*, piste beneath, but the contents 
w. re obscured by the black water. The 
Klass plate was removed and the water 
poured out. showing a skeleton, the 
bones all apart. Those who first 
the casket said they had never seen 
of its style. Later, marks were found 
on the eoffin, showing the figures **4H" 
and the words •Manufactured by Kiske 
Brothers of New York, N. Y." The cof - 
hu was solid cast Iron and in its day 
had. no douht. l»een an exiiensive one. 
It lK»re the ravages of time wonderfully. 
With the river bank caving at that 
ixiitit the coffin was left in the water's 
edge, uncovered. After s ntimtier of 
Inquiries, Qsjorge Helm stated he knew 
the identity of the person — a child — 
%vho was first cousin of his wife, and 
barfed there before the Civil war. The 
date of the eoflin showed it was manu- 
factured seventy-four years ago. The 
eoftin was huricd Friday, after being 
viewed by hundreds of people.

BORDEAUX MIXTURE FORMULA 

Safest and Most Satisfactory Material 
for Diseases and Destroying 
Harmful Pesta. 

The formula for a bordeausc mix- 
ture found sufeat and most satlsfao 
tory In apple orchards is three pounds 
of copper sulphate, four pounds of 
lime and 50 gallons of water. This 
formula is usually written 3-4-50. 
Bordeaux mixture will not kill insects 
unless poison i s added. If an in- 
secticide is desired add two pounds of 
arsenate of lead to each 50 gallons of 
the solution. Great care should be 
used both In milking and using bor- 
deaux. In damp weather It Is liable 
to cause burning of the leav 
russotlrig of the fruit.
